But it is the 
painstaking, Patient and plodding 
chap who travels the trium phant 
route. Patience is a virtue. 
There is too much hurrying in 
the world. People do not take time 
lo live, and to become enriched with 
the finer things of life. If you are 
impatiently giving the major part 
of your time to the accumulating of 
mere money, bear in mind th at you 
cannot take it with you, and it 
can only bless you as you give it 
away. And if it is fame you are 
after, it is all too soon wiped away. 
By being Patient, however, and 
concentrating on the higher objec­ 
tives, each day can be one of joy 
and satisfaction—a day of growth 
and triumph.

REMOVAL WORK 


Although the h u t of their road 
improvement work for 1945 is yet 
underway, slate highway departm ent 
workmen here are busy preparing 
snow removal equipment for winter 
duty as the first snow flurries ap ­ 
pear 
J William K endlehart, Jr., m ain­ 
tenance 
superintendent 
for 
this 
county, said today th a t when the 
equipment is all in place on the 
16 trucks and four heavy graders on 
hand here, “We will I* 
ready to 
handle any depth of snow th at may 
fall in this county." 
The placing of 80,000 It. 
nearly 16 
miles of snow fence has been com­ 
pleted. No new fence is available 
this year but all of tile fence stored 
at convenient points along the high­ 
ways last spring has been replaced 
to help simplify the job ol clearing 
snow from the highways. 
More Help Available 
The supply of help for highway 
departm ent work is Improving some­ 
what, 
Mr 
K endlehart 
said, 
and 
there are about 125 persons on the 
highway payroll through the county. 
During 1945, Mr K endlehart’s men 
gave surface treatm ent of oil and 
stone chips to 60 miles of m ajor and 
secondary highways in the county 
in addition to the resurfacing pro­ 
jects on the Biglerville road and on 
York street in Gettysburg. 
The only road improvement work 
underway now is "stabilizing'' work 
being done on a one-mile stretch

S tab­ 
ilizing means the road is being grad­ 
ed to tile width of about 20 feet 
and covered with 3-inch crushed 
stone to a width of 14 feet 
One of the current "nuisance" jobs 
Mr. K endlehart's men m ust handle 
is the repair and repainting of road­ 
side highway m arkers damaged by 
hunters who use them for targets 
Scores of m etal and wooden signs, 
chiefly in the western section of the

Dr. Davis described the progress 
made by Russia in the past 28 years, 
since the revolution, as "phenom­ 
enal,” decried any fear of n win 
between the United States and Rus­
